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2. Francisco de Luis is not a member of any political party and has never been 
active ln politics. At the age of seventeen he was a “Requete"; subse- — 
qaently he associated frequently with "Maurista" youths, He lived in the 
sam house with membere of the Confederacion Esvanole de Derechas 
Autcnomes ~ CEDA ~ and has known Gil Robles for many years, but never 
getned the CEDA, 


2. While de Inie has never formally bean proposed for a post in the Franco 
Government, it was rumored at one time that he was to be appointed Minister 
of labor, and cn another occasion thet he was to receive the post of 
Minister of National Education. He is not disposed, however, to identify 
himself with Franco by accepting any post in the present regime. Although 
he represents the Syndicate of Graphic Arte in the Spanish Cortes, he has 
never taken the oath and has ignored severel summonses to do so. 


5. Two circumstances have militated against political activity on the part of 
Francisco de luisa: hie position as Conssjero-Delegado of the Casa Editorial, 
aad his membership in the Junta Tecnica of Accion Catolica. De Luis 
hinted, however, that at the propitious moment he might present his 
resignation ta the Cardinsal-Primate and dedicate himself to politics. 

He is a good friend of Manuel Jimenez Fernandez, who would like to have 
de Luis as his Madrid agent, but the two men have been unable to confer 
because of the vigilance of the police. One reason Franco's agents 
watch Francisco de Luis so carefully is that they are endeavoring to 
find out if he receives money from the British. 


4, The pretext de Luis had for his trip te Portugal in mid-December was that, - 
presumably for the Casa Editorial, he was looking for paper, as he actually 
aid, but his real purpose in going there was to visit Don Juan, with whom 
he had a long convergatica, He believes that all parties should unite to 
bring Don Juan to Spain ss soon ae possible, and that the situation becomes 
wersg the longer thie move is delayad. The ideal constitution for Spain,
